16-Year-Old College Students Say 
Their Confessions Were Obtained 
by Threats.

CALCUTTA, India, Jan. 20.—Two 
16-year-old college girls went on 


trial at a special tribunal today in 
the killing of Magistrate C. G. B. 
Stevens, a crime which grew out 
of India’s struggle for self-govern- 
ment. 

Both girls, attractive students at 
Bengal University said their con- 
fession of shogting the Magistrate 
on Dec. 14 had been obtained by 
threats. One of the defendants, 
Sunnity Chowdury, appeared to be 
weakening in her attitude, how- 
ever, and answered the  court’s 
questions in a chocked voice. The 
other, Santi Ghose, maintained her 
composure and laughed at inter- 
vals. 

They appeared in court gaily 
dressed in red sarees (scarfs) and 
with flowers behind their ears in 
the traditional style of Hindu 
girlhood. They seemed to be ob- 
livious of their serious position and 
chatted gaily as they sat bare- 
footed in the dock.

CLEAR OF ICE; 55-YEAR RECORD 


Never Before, as Far Back as Sta- 
tistics Were Kept, Has it Been 
Open So Late in Winter.

MONTREAL, Jan. 20.—The St. 
Lawrence ship channel remains 
open to the sea today. Govern- 


ment records for 55 years fail to 
show that the ship channel was 
open so late in the winter before. 
In the last 55 years the latest date 
the channel was open was Jan. 5, 
1929. Only a thin sheet of ice 
covers the Montreal harbor basin 
and midsummer shipping activities 
are being carried on.

WORLD CRUISE IN SCHOONER

POSTAL RATE RISE 


Chairman Mead Says Other 
Legislation to Meet De- 
partment’s Deficit Will 
Be Urged. 


REVENUE PROGRAM 
TO BE READY FEB. 1 


Treasury Experts Tell the 
Ways and Means Group 
of the Success of Cana- 
dian Sales Tax. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—An in- 


dication that first-class postal rates 
will not be increased at this time 
came today after the House Ways 
and Means Committee had decided 
to leave the matter in the hands 
of the Postoffice Committee. Post- 
master-General Brown, before the 
Ways and Means Committee, today 
had recommended an increase in 
the postal rates from 2 to 3 cents 
an ounce. 

Chairman Mead of the Postof- 
fice Committee predicted that his 
group would not approve the re- 
quest of the Postmaster-General 
to increase the rates. Mead said 
other legislation to meet the Post- 
office Department’s prospective 
$150,000,000 deficit. would be draft- 
ed. 

Postmaster-General Brown, tell- 
ing of the $150,000,000 deficit con- 
fronting the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, asked that first-class postal 
rates be increased from to 2 to 3 
cents and that a small increase be 
made in second-class rates. He 
estimated this would bring in $100,- 
000,000 additional revenue. 

“This increase, we feel, is justi- 
fiable,’’ he said, “based on the 
value of service rendered and as 
compared with rates that prevail 
in other countries.” 

Brown also recommended in- 
creases in registered mail fees, in- 
surance rates on parcel post, money 
order fees; and fourth-class mail 
rates. 

Opposition to increasing first- 
class class rates to 3 cents was ex- 
pressed in a statement by Thomas 
F’. Flaherty, secretary-treasurer of 
the National Federation of Post- 
office clerks. 

“We firmly believe,” he _ said, 
‘that the higher postage rates will 
greatly diminish the volume of 
first-clas smail and deprive thou- 
sands of employes of work oppor- 
tunities.” 

Sanadian System Indorsed. 
Two Treasury experts gave their 
opinion that a manufacturers’ sales 
tax, such as the Canadian system, 
could be used in this country. Their 
views were based on a study of 
the Canadian plan. 

The experts, Dr. Thomas 5&8. 
Adams of New Haven, Professor 
fo Political Economy at Yale Uni- 
versity, and E. C. Alvord of Wash- 
ington, formerly Executive Secre- 
tary to Secretary of the Treasury 
Melion, explained the sales tax sys- 
tem to the committee. They ap- 
peared at the special request of 
Chairman Collier to give informa- 
tion on the plan which Undersec- 
retary of the Treasury Mills pre- 
viously had told the committee was 
impractical in this country, and un- 
satisfactory in many respects in the 
dominion. 

Adams said the Canadian cales 
tax strictly was a “manufacturers’ 
tax’’ in that a levy of four per cent 
on all goods manufactured or im- 
ported into the dominion was im- 
posed. 

Duplication Is Eliminated. 

“It is not a turn-over tax and 
does not appear in a direct visible 
form in the actual sales,” he said. 

Duplication of taxes, he contin- 
ued, was eliminated through a sys- 
tem of licenses and certificates in- 
dicating that a manufacturers’ tax 
had been paid. 

The most important phase of the 
system, he said, was the exemption 
granted certain articles produced 
by small manufacturers. 

Adams said the tax was well 
administered and netted about 
$44,000,000 annually in Canada. 
“It is a very successful tax,” he 
said. 

He found no opposition to the 
tax, he added, because it was not 
felt by the purchasers. 

The committee yesterday heard 
James A. Emery of Washington, 
representing the National Associa- 
tion of ~ Manufacturers, advocate 
abandonment of useless expendi- 
tures, adjustment of compensation 
and pay and the undertaking of no 
activities except those absolutely 
necessary. Stating the total of Fed- 
eral, State and local taxes was $10,- 
250,000,000 annually as compared 
with the national income of about 
$70,000,000,000, Emery suggested a 
graduated income tax, a “reasona- 
ble” increase in surtaxes not to in- 
terfere with productive capital and 
an adjustment of the spread be- 
tween corporation income tax and 
that on individuals in partnerships. 
He estimated about a fifth of the 
national income was required for 
public purposes with every citizen

uelson. This indictment is to come 
up later. 
Herman lLewkowitz of defense 


counsel demanded of a prospective 
juror: “If you find human life hsa 
been taken and there is no direct 
evidence showing any connection of 
this defendant with the taking of 
human life, and the Court instructs 
you as to circumstantial evidence, 
and there is raised in your mind 
the ossibility this act was com- 
mitted by another person” 


State Blecks Question. 

Assistant County Attorney G. A. 
Rodgers rose to block completion of 
the question with an objection. It 
was not, he contended, a proper 
statement of the case on trial. 

Judge Howard C. Speakman later 
overruled the objection and the ju- 
ror was seated. 

Previously Lewkowitz had hinted 
t ojurors that the question of Mrs, 
Judd’s actual connection with the 
slavings (which she once confessed) 
might arise. 

“If a reasonable doubt was raised 
in your mind as to the connection 
of this defendant with the act 
charged, would you hesitate to vote 
‘not guilty?’ ”’ 

The juror being examined, $tew- 
art B. Thompson, said he would not 
hesitate. He. was accepted, the fif- 
teenth juror seated in the panel of 
29 required before peremptory chal- 
lenges may be exercised under Ari- 
zona law. 


Defendant Showing Strain. 

The defense hint as to possible

Her 
face was more haggard. 

When counsel retired to frame 
their arguments as to admissibility 
of Lewkowitz’s questioning of 
jurors, however, she talked rapidly 
and animatedly to her husband, 
Dr. William C. Judd, seated at her 
tide. 

As selection of the panel pro- 
gressed, county jail officials said 
Mrs. Judd indicated that she would 
take the vitness stand. They said 
she declared she would “tell every- 
thing if a certain witness doesn’t 
tell a straight story about this.” 
The defense, in questioning pros- 
pective jurors, indicated both in- 
sanity and possibly self-defense, un- 
der circumstances not yet disclosed, 
would form the basis of their fight. 
Judge Speakman ordered that 
squads of deputy skeriffs be de- 
tailed to the Courthouse corridors 
today to prevent a recurrence of 
efforts by an overflow crowd to 
gain admittance to the courtroom. 
At yesterday’s session, the clothing 
of women was torn and several per- 
sons bruised by the rush to enter 
the room. Mrs. Judd appeared to 
be unconcerned by the clamor.

JUDGMENTS ARE REPORTED 


Circuit Attorney Asks Court to Bar 
Sureties Against Whom Claims 
Are Outstanding. 

Bond forféitures amounting to 


$335,768, which have heen reduced 
to judgment, are listed by Circuit 
Attorney Miller in his third annual 
bond report to the Judges of the 
Criminal Division of Circuit Court 


and the Courts of Criminal Cor- 
rection. 

The Circuit Attorney requésts the 
co-operation of the courts in de- 
clining to accept as surety bonds- 
men against whom forfeitures are 
standing. “It is by this means that 
worthless surety may be weeded 
out,”’ Miller states. 

The report also lists 23 _# for- 
feitures for a total of $119,200 in 
which final action is pending. The 
forfeitures in which judgments 
have been obtained cover 194 crim- 
inal cases. 

During his three years in office.

BY Wy ASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—-Sena- 
tor Barbour, new Republican mem- 
ber for New Jersey, today advocated 
the Bingham 4 per cent peer bill as 
a “step toward the return to rea- 
son and common sense.” 

One of the last witnesses to ap- 
pear in favor of the measure before 
the opponents are heard next week, 
Senator Barbour told the Manu- 
factures subcommittee: 

“There is, of course, the constitu- 
tional question involved in increas- 
ing ‘the alcoholic content of beer, 
inasmuch as the eighteenth amend- 
ment forbids intoxicating beverages. 

“But there is a wide variance of 
opinion on the question of how 
much alcohol is intoxicating and on 


this question 1 believe the Congress 
is quite as qualified to judge as the 
Supreme Court, and I hope it will 
aoe seems strange to me that the 
dry forces have not seized upon the 
legalization of real beer as a means 
of bringing about improved en- 
forcement conditions, if they are 
really interested in temperance. 

Beer and light wines as articles 
of diet for expectant mothers were 
advocated by Dr. Martin Dewey of 
New York, president of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association. 

Not only is the small alcoholic 
content good for the mother, he 
contended, but it helps in the prop- 
er development of the unborn 
child’s teeth. 

“Tn all cases of malnutrition,” he 
continued, “the medical profession 
has long recognized the value ,of 
beer as an addition to the diet. It 
is a well-established fact that all 
individuals who use small quanti- 
ties of beer regularly, are better 
nourished than those who do not.” 

Matthew Woll, president of La- 
bor’s National Committee for Modi- 
fication of the Volstead Act, plead- 
ed for a change to permit manufac- 
ture of a 2.75 per cent malt bever- 
age. Woll, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
ihe spoke for that organization, too.

If the unexpected should happen 
and Winter should decide not to

The 
irregulars sought enrollment in 
local militia corps under the new 
Government of Fengtien Province, 

Lung Chia-ching, vice command- 
er of one of the largest irregular 
forces in South Manchuria, now 
operating south of Hsinmin, also is 
reported to have written Japanese 
headquarters with an offer of sur- 
render. The communique adds 
that 93 irregulars appeared at the 
Japanese headquarters at Yingkow 
yesterday and asked to be enrolled 
in the militia. 

A headquarters spokesman said 
the usual procedure had been to 
accept the irregulars for a proba-« 
tionary period, after disarming 
them, and to enroll them in the 
militia after that if they proved 
their sincerity by good behavior. 

The drive against the irregulars 
is continuing, however, and more 
than ‘50 Chinese were reported 
killed’ in clashes yesterday. 

Henry Pu-yi, former boy Em-« 
peror of China, who is in closely 
guarded retiremént near Port Ar 
thur, is slated to be the first presi- 
dent of the new separate Govern- 
ment of Manchuria, it is reported 
in some quarters. Skeptics assert

GRAND JURY REFUSES 
BOMBING INDICTMENT 


No True Bill in Case of A. V. 
Schading, Union’s Former 
Business Agent. 


After hearing testimony at three 
sessions in the bombing last July 
of the home of Louis Becker, chief 
deputy clerk of the Court of Crim-« 
inal Correction, the grand jury 
yesterday returned a no true bill 
against Arthur V. Schading, for- 
mer business agent of Local No. 1, 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers.

The 
attack followed a quarrel between 
rival electrical contractors at work 
on another job, and police received 
information that $150 was paid for 
the vombing, which was presum- 
ably directed against an electrical 
contractor wiring, the bungalow, 
and not against Becker. 

Witnesses befors the grand jury 
included members of an electrical 
contractors’ group with which 
Schading was associated for a 
short time last year, and an attor- 
ney. 

Schading, who lives at 4144A 
McRee avenue, was suspended from 
union affairs several years ago fol- 
lowing a hearing on charges before 
the executive board of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electri- 
cians,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.-— A 
thorough study of the ownership 
and contro! of public utilities was 
ordered yesterday by the House of 
Representatives. Excepting rai!- 
roads, which were investigated by 
the last House, the new inquiry will 
cover every form of public utility 
Operating in more than one state. 

Representative Sam Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
which will conduct the investiga- 
tion, considers it the prelude to 
legislation through which the 
ederal Government may attempt 
to regulate the huge structure of 
utility holding companies which 
has grown up in recent years. He 
said last night that the preliminary 
study will be entrusted to Prof. 
Walter M. W. Splawn, economist, 
who investigated the railroad hold- 
ing companies for the last Con- 
gress. 

Subjects for Investigation. 
Here are the subjects the House 
directed the committee to investi- 
gate: 

1. The ownership and control, 
direct orindirect (through stock 
ownership or control or other- 
wise) of stock, securities, or cap- 
ital interests in any public util- 
ity corporation engaged other- 
wise than as a common carrier 
by railroad in-the transporta- 
tion of persons, or the transpor- 
tation, transmission, or sale of 
property, energy, or intelligence, 
in interstate or foreign com- 
merce, by holding companies, in- 
vestment trusts, individuals, part- 
nerships, corporations, associa- 
tions and trusts, and 

2. Thé organization, financing, 
development, management, oper- 
ation, and control of such hold- 
ing companies, investment trusts, 
partnerships, corporations, asso- 
ciations, and trusts, with a view 
to determining the effect of 
such ownership and control on 
interstate and foreign commerce, 
and, to the extent necessary to 
determine the effect of such own- 
ership and control, to make like 
investigation of public utility 
corporations so engaged.

'Y more-about the metric sys- 
tem of measurement in a few 
months when the Olympic Games 
are in full swing. | 


Numerous Americans naturally 
will wonder why it is that in 
America, the greatest supporter 
of athletic events in the world 
and winner of every Olympic re- 
vival since the first ong@in 1896, 
our standard events are meas- 
ured in yards, while the Olympic 
Games distances are computed in 
meters. Why does not our sys- 
tem of measurement prevail in 
the Olympic Games? 

The answer is that all civilized 
peoples except the Americans 
and the British have adopted the 
metric system. The Anglo-Saxon 
descendants still cling to the 
tables used by their forbears, al- 
though the metric system is far 
simpler and more logical. | 
In fact, it almost appears as 
though America and Great Bri- 
tain were behind the times in ad- 
hering to their old systems of 
measurement. The reason, of 
course, is that a terrific disloca- 
tion of industry would result in 
America and the British Empire, 
for a time at least, by a change 
from the yard to the meter. 


Metric System Best for Sports. 
E STILL believe that, for 


athletic purposes, it would 
be better to adopt the meter and 
forget the yard. Multiples of 10 
are far easier to compute than 
inches, feet and yards, when the 
totals mount up. 

As the athletic situation now 
stands, there is a difference of 
almost a second between the 100- 
yard and the 100-meter records. 
Time differences exist between 
all our standard foot race dis- 
tances and the corresponding 
events under the metric system. 
To make matters worse, when- 
ever we read Olympic field event 
records we have to translate me- 
ters into terms of yards, feet 
and inches, which would seem to 
be causing an unnecessary labor. 
All would be done away with if 
the athletic system of the United 
States were made to conform to 
metrical measurements, instead 
of the yard stick plan.

AN O°” WAR, America’s

“If ‘it were possible to drive out 
certain elements from boxing,” 
writes a Philadelphia expert, “such 
as the racketeers, smart Alecks who 
know that this bout or that is “in 
the bag;” circus boxers as well as 
those guilty of throwing fights, the 
game would return to the same 
standard when record gates were 
drawn in the days of Kilbane, 
Leonard and Dempsey.”

Both parties are hopelessly divided upon 
The stronghold of the Republican party, 
that is, the industrial Northeast, is against prohibi- 
tion. So is the stronghold of the Democratic party, 
that is, the South, for prohibition. Therefore, the 
anomaly of the Republican party seeming to be dry, 
and the Democratic party seeming to be wet, must 
at last convince any people that the party labels are 


and they have ceased to serve the people. It is high- 
ly debatable whether either party can hope in the ap 
proaching presidential election to seem what it is 
not to a people so afflicted as the American people 
are.

The annual convention of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, now in session in St. Louis, 
focuses attention locally on a problem which will 
have to be solved or on the way to solution before 
much can be accomplished in straightening out state 
tax muddles. We refer to the need for revising tax- 
ing systems to take into account the fact that the 
general property tax has broken down as a pro- 
ducer of income sufficient to meet the mounting 
costs of municipal and state government. Further- 
more, it needs to be realized that the general prop- 
erty tax must not continue virtually the only elastic 
element in taxing systems. While other tax rates are 
set for fixed periods, generally long, that upon real 
estate has remained subject to increase, and hence has 
borne the brunt of such increases.

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BLOWING TAPS OVER RECAPTURE. 

It is the unanimous opinion of the Interstate Com- 
merce‘Commission, according to the testimony before 
a House committee of Commissioner Eastman, that 
the recapture provision of the Trangportation Act 
should be repealed. Moreover, the commission fe@ls 
that it should be repealed, not only for the future 
but retroactively from the very beginning* . 
‘When the Transportation Act was being framed in 
1920, many of the smaller railroads urged that the 
surplus earnings of the larger roads be made avail- 
able to them as a matter of national policy. It 
seemed a good idea at the time, and it was incorpo- 
rated in the law. The commission fixed the figure of 
5% per cent as a fair earning, and all income above 
that amount was to go into a revolving fund. 


of railroads, it hecame necessary to arrive at a valua- 
tion, and the commission undertook to ascertain ten- 
tative valuations with the aid of the carriers. They 
were required to make returns showing the amount 
of their excess earnings, the excess to be computed on 
a basis of valuation prescribed: in general terms, in 
which primary weight was accorded to the invest- 
ment of the carriers. 
Since the carriers were given a good deal of lib- 
erty in determining these: preliminary “fair values” 
for their property and, since the calculation of ex- 
cess earnings depended upon these figures, the rail- 
roads have been, in large measure, able to control 
the amount of money payable to the commission. It 
soon became clear that the recapture clause was 
meaningless. Many of the more prosperous railroads 
managed to escape any payments to the recapture 
fund. As a matter of fact, up to June 30, 1927, only 
$7,135,894 had been collected, and that mostly from 
the smaller lines. : 
Thus, the recapture clause languished, and then 
came the O’Fallon decision of the Supreme Court, 
which, in effect, killed it. In the O’Fallon case, the 
railroads challenged the commission’s valuation 
method, claiming it erred in not giving greater 
weight to reproduction cost new, and were sustained 
by the highest court. A great disparity existed in 
the commission’s valuation of the O’Fallon road, in 
which prudent investment was the dominating fac- 
‘tor, and the O’Fallon’s own valuation, using the re- 
production cost new yardstick. For 1923, these fig- 
ures, respectively, were $978,246 and $1,818,952. ~~ 
Few railroads, even in the most prosperous years 
during the last decade, earned 5% per cent on a 
valuation based upon reproduction cost new. Noth- 
ing remains, therefore, but decently to inter the re- 
capture clause and blow taps over it. That becomes 
particularly desirable just now because, as Commis- 
sioner Eastman points out, the roads need all the 
credit they can obtain. Not that recapture is drain- 
ing them of any current revenue, but a retroactive 
clause would release the money now tied up and, of 
more importance, make railroad securities more 
salable. 

The end originally intended to be served by re- 
capture, namely, to help the smaller railroads, may 
eventually be attained by consolidation, though, of 
course, many of the short-line roads are already. be- 
yond help, having fallen victim to the automotive 
age. 
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COWARDLY SURRENDER. 


Losses on automobile liability insurance policies, it 
.is said, are responsible for increases ranging to 30 per 
cent in liability rates. Many losses, it is further ex- 
plained, result from payment of many claims for in- 
juries which are utterly without foundation in fact. 
The choice the insurance company must make, ap- 
parently, is between carrying the case to court and 
winning out at excessive cost, or effecting settlement 
for a lesser amount. That insurance companies will 
pay out unjustified claims is regrettable. 

The insurance companies are not themselves guilt- 
less of evil practice:: in the settlement of claims. Nev- 
ertheless, they would be wiser to go to the mat with 
the ambulance chasers if they would not at last land 
in the clutches of that evil gentry. To pass the bur- 
den on to the policyholders, as they are doing, is un- 
fair both to the policyholders and themselves. The 
motoring public will not stand for such practices in- 
definitely. The existence of conditions which make 
it easy to secure settlement for false claims is one 
of the many legal abuses which are festering the na- 
tion. The ambulance chasers are a disgrace to the 
profession. As President Thompson of the American 
Bar Association said recently, unless the bar cor- 
rects legal abuses it will wake up some day to find 
that an irate public has performed the services which 
are the bar’s own obligation.

A Moratorium in Statesmanship? 


SEMI-OFFICIAL ‘note issued in Paris 
A on Monday says that “it seems to be 

agreed now in Paris and London” to 
offer Germany an extension of the Hoover 
moratorium for six months or a year and 
to ask the United States to grant the same 
relief to its debtors. If this is the agree- 
ment in London and Paris, it will compel 
the President to decide whether to go be- 
fore Congress this spring and ask for an 
extension of the nroratorium. It will not be 
an easy decision for him to make. 

It is true, of course, that Congress has 
not expressly declared against an extension 
of the moratorium. It has declared only 
against a revision of the settlements. There- 
fore, it might be argued that the Franco- 
British project does not call for a reversal 
of the strict letter of the congressional dec- 
laration. But, in fact, the temper of Con- 
gress is such that it is extremely improbable 
that a vote could now be obtained approv- 
ing another moratorium, Had pledges not 
been obtained last June, the moratorium 
would almost certainly have been defeated 
in December. 

Apparently, it is not yet understood in 
Europe why it is that the moratorium 
which was so popular in June had become 
so unpopular in December. The reason 
for this change of opinion is plain enough 
to Americans, They have lived through 
six months of moratorium in which world 
conditions, including American, have be- 
come seriously worse, and for them there 
is no longer any magic in moratoria. As 
to the reasons for this result, there can be 
much argument; as to the fact, none.

But this much may, I think, be said with 
fair assurance. The Hoover moratorium 
was like a very dangerous drug, which, ad- 
ministered at precisely the right moment 
and supplemented promptly with genuine- 
ly curative measures, might have started 
Europe toward convalescence. Its effi- 
cacy depended upon the willingness of the 
European nations to seek real solutions 
under its temporarily stimulating effect. 
The drug was urskillfully administered. 
There was not enough statesmanship in Eu- 


The country has missed Mr. Dawes during his 
diplomatic exile as ambassador to the Court of St. 
James’s, and it is a good bet that Mr. Dawes has 
missed the country. Diplomacy is not his metier. 
He seems to have gotten along all right over in Lon- 
don, but deep in his soul he probably regards his 
ambassadorial interlude as lost time. He was, as 
the saying goes, “under wraps.” ‘True, his arrival 
on the scene was an electrifying departure from the 
conventional when he flew up to Scotland to week- 
end with the Prime Minister, but mostly he remained 
in the groove of custom. Excepting the explosive 
finger he pointed across the table at George Ber- 
nard Shaw, he was staid, grave and dignified as 
the formula requires. 

Now he is back on the stage of large affairs and in 
a role for which his training equips him. Versatile 
though he be—lawyer, politician, warrior, survivor of 
the vice presidential oblivion, composer and violin- 
ist—finance is his vocation. A practical and suc- 
cessful banker, with experience in official economics 
as Comptroller of the Currency, Director of the Bud- 
get, co-author of the Dawes plan and dashingly ca- 
pable of taking care of himself in the rough-and-tum- 
ble of controversy, Mr. Dawes is as vigorous a choice 
for the job, it seems to us, as could be made.

For it is one thing to 
be a lentent and generous creditor: it is 
quite another thing to encourage the debtor 
to continue doing the very things which 
have produced his difficulties,

From an economic point of view, there is 
really nothing to be said for another six 
or 12 months of postponement. The con- 
dition of Central Europe is becoming worse 
and another 12 months of uncertainty, of 
agitation, of diplomatic maneuvering, with 
no promise of anything better at the end 
of the period, can only hasten the flight 
of capital, deepen the distress and inten- 
sify the agony. The situation is not one 
which can be frozen and held where it is. 
It is a situation where everything is in 
movement, and things must either become 
better or worse.

1932-33, this would mean that France 
could relieve herself of about $16,000,000 
and would still be obligated to pay some 
$38,000,000 interest. For Britain, it, would 
mean about $30,000,000 relief on principal 
with about $140,000,000 interest left to pay 
in gold. This would be no relief to the 
British taxpayer, for, with the pound at 
$3.50, he would have to raise over $180,- 
000,000 in paper pounds to make a payment 
of $140,000,000 in gold,

It is evident, then, that under the plan 
proposed in Paris, and on the assumption 
that the United States does not agree to it, 
Britain would face a critical situation. She 
would lose th: payments from Germany, she 
would presumably lose the payments from 
Prance, and, in tefms‘of her own currency, 
she would have a larger payment to make 
here than she has ever made, It is hard 
to imagine how the British Government can 
even contemplate agreeing to a plan which 
puts her in such great jeopardy. 

If Britain were hefpless, it might be said 
that the effort must be made here to grant 
the extension of the moratorium in order 
to save Great Britain. But that would be 
to admit that British statesmanship is 
bankrupt. It-is too early to admit that.

City Will Have Only 


$2,000,000 Left. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—A $12,- 
500,000 loan, advanced by one of 
the group of banks with which 
city. officials have been negotiating 
fora much larger amount, permit- 
ted the city to meet $27,800,000 in 


short-term obligations today. The 
loan runs only until Feb. 1 and 
carries 6 per cent interest, the 


highest rate ever paid by the city 


-and the maximum at which it can 

borrow under the law. The name 
of the bank was withheld. As the 
amount represents less than half 
of the obligations which fell due 
today, the city was obliged to dip 
into. its cash reserves for the rest 
as well as for funds to meet $5.- 
000,000 in interest charges. 

Controller Charles W. Berry said 
the city had $24,000,009 cash on 
hand. By Saturday a payroll of 
$1,500,000 must be met, making a 
total of $34,300,000 to be paid out 
this; week. This will leave 
a cash balance of about $2,000,000, 
the lowest figure to which the cash 
reserve has fallen since tbe consoli- 
dation of Greater New York. 

The fact that the 1li-day $12,- 
500,000 loan is only a palliative of 
conditions is indicated by problems 
immediately ahead. Before the end 
of the month additional loans must 
be negotiated to meet $50,000,000 
in short-term obligations as well as 
payrolls and other expenses. 

The Committee of the Whole of 
the Board of Estimate added $14,- 
464,903 yesterday ‘to the total of 
projects on which action has been 
deferred until the financial stress 
has been relieved. The action was 
begun last week, when the board 
suspended indefinitely proposals 
for $110,114.121 in improvements 
as the first step in Mayor Walker's 
retrenchment campaign. The 
largest item on which action has 
been suspended is the proposal for 
the issuance of $78,859,000 in cor- 
porate stock for the development 
of the Delaware water supply. 

The deferred items include $87,- 
409,000 for water supply, $29,296,- 
144 listed as genera], includine wa- 
ter front, lightingsand public build- 
ing improvement and $4,038,814 for 
schools.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 20. — The 


treasures taken from the Mixtecan 
tomb near Oaxaca City were de- 
scribed as of great value by Gov. 
Francisco Lopez Cortes of Oaxaca 
here yesterday. 

“Any first-class museum in the 
United States would write a check 
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for a million dollars without even 


closely examining the find,” he 
said, adding that he thought its 
worth would greatly exceed that 
sum. 

The Governor .thinks untold 
treasure still lies hidden in_his 
state. He said he held the pearls 
found in the tomb and they were 
perfect specimens. 

The gold relics were so bright, 
he continued, that it looked as 
thought they might have been 
placed in the vault yesterday. 

Many prospectors in Oaxaca are 
outfitting themselves to start secret 
work on the hundreds of archeolog- 
ical sites that dot the state.

LENINGRAD CATHEDRAL 
TO BECOME MUSEUM 


It Will Be Used for Exhibition 
Purposes in Anti-Re- 
ligion Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 
LENINGRAD, Jan. 20, — The 


Soviet Government announced last 
night that the Kazan- Cathedral 
here would”be converted into the 
largest anti-religious museum in 
the Soviet Union. 

The announcement followed, as 
part of the Soviet campaign of 
atheism, the destruction of the Ca- 
thedral of the Redeemer, Moscow’s 


largest church, to make way for a 
‘‘palace of the Soviets,” and conver- 
sion of the Strastnoi Convent there 
into a similar museum. 

‘The Kazan. Cathedral will be 
turned over to the Soviet Academy 
of Science, which will create a mu- 
seum along scientific lines, the an- 
nouncement says. 

The museum will contain 
hibits of various objects of a re- 
ligious nature, interpreted along 
the lines of Karl Marx's statement 
that “religion is the opium of the 
people.” 

The Kazan Cathedral, erected in 
the form of a cross 286 feet long 
and 180 feet wide, occupies a

The answer—one part of it—is 
that his physical condition is good, 
probably as good as at any time 
since he entered the White House. 
He is grayer, it is true, and there 
are new lines in his face; but these 
are changes normally to be expect- 
ed in any holder of the presidency. 
At best, the job is one of the hard- 
est in the world. 

It is not likely that Mr. Hoover 
is any worse off physically than he 
would have been if the times had 
remained prosperous. He has al- 
ways driven himself hard, and if 
we should get out of the depression 
tomorrow, he would probably keep 
on working at about the same pace 
as today. 

Since becoming. President, Mr. 
Hoover has shed weight by imper- 
ceptible degrees, till he is now

down to about 185 pounds. He 
used to weigh “around 200. This 
loss of flesh. his friends say, ‘has 
helped his general condition, and 
they would be pleased to see it go 
even a bit further.

What is the mental state of the 
That is a _ question, 
manifestly, that could be answered

differ according to the preconcep- 
tions and prejudices of those offer- 
ing them. 


Secretary of Agriculture Hyde,a 
close personal and political friend 
of the President, assures us that 
he is bearing his heavy mental bur- 
den with rare courage. Others say 
that his recent message to Congress 
urging haste in the enactment of 
his emergency measures evidenced 
a state of panic. 

Doubtless the President's mental 
outlook varies from day to day, and 
from hour to hour, as it does with 
all of us. He is worried, of course 
—he would not be human other- 
wise. Anybody in the same cir- 
cumstances would be worried. 
Equally, of course, there is nobody 
in the country more anxious to get 
the country back on the road to 
prosperity. His attention at the 
moment is centered on the discov- 
ery. and execution of plans that 
might contribute to that happy re- 
sult. 

He has, no doubt, his moments 
of depression and his moments of 
optimism—and that is about all 
that anybody can fairly say about 
his mental condition. He is cer- 
tainly working at a terrific pace, 
and he has certainly not “broken” 
under the strain. Whether he is 
working along correct iines is an- 
other question, and one with which 
this sketch is not concerned.

HIS is his day: He gets up at 
T arout 6:15 and reads the Wash- 

ington papers. At 7 he goes out 
to the south lawn of the White 
House for the session of the ‘‘medi- 
cine ball’ cabinet. Its make-up 
varies from time to time, but the 
members who have come to be re- 
garded as “regulars’’ are Justice 
Harlan F. Stone of the Supreme 
Court, Secretary of the Interior Ray 
L. Wilbur, Attorney-General Wil- 
liam D. Mitchell, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Ernest L. Jahncke 
and two of the presidential secre- 
taries—Walter Newton and Law- 
rence Richey. 

They toss the 6-pound medicine 
ball for half an hour or a little 
longer, then adjourn to the White 
House for orange juice. After the 
dispersal of the ‘cabinet,’’ the 
President shaves, dresses and looks 
over the New York, Washington 
and Philadelphia papers. He eats 
a hearty breakfast, finishing in 10 
or 15 minutes if no guests are with 
him, and goes to his office in the 
executive wing of the White House 
at 8:30. From that time till about 
1:15 he is at his desk. 


Lunch keeps him from 20 min- 
utes, if he is alone, to half an hour 
or longer if he has someone with 
him. He is usually back in his 
office at 2:15 and stays there un- 
til 6. 

He meets the Cabinet on Tues- 
days and Fridays at 10:30 and aft- 
er the meetings, which last from 
an hour to an hour and a half, he 
confers separately with the mem- 
bers desiring to bring up special 
problems. 


Appointments with callers are 
supposed to fall within the period 
from 11 to 12:30, but usually they 
begin earlier and run right through 
the morning and part of the after- 
noon. The President is likely to 
have, in fact, a pretty steady 
stream of visitors.
